The prin­ 
ciples of rig htousness. morality, 
justice and the laws of the Bible 
must be honored. “If we could g et 
a wireless throug h from the city 
of the dead, they would probably 
say to live for the thing s for 
which they died", Rev. Winn con- 
i eluded.

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Fed Up W ith Politics 
T HAS BEEN a week since the Washington 
Post put into words a popular opinion that 
the United States is being victimized by too 
much politics. 
The Post called for a non­ 
political commission on national security to 
make an objective appraisal of that most vital 
of all problem». 
The proposal clearly con­ 
veyed the thought that politicians are unable 
to deal realistically with it; that the United 
States must have the benefit of thinking a- 
bove the political level. 
President Truman dismissed the newspa­ 
per’s suggestion with a curt observation that 
he and his cabinet would continue to bear re­ 
sponsibility and were 
not seeking 
help. 
Though the Washington Post did not criticize 
the Truman administration directly, its pro­ 
posal inferred that neither the Executive De­ 
partment nor Congress could be counted on 
to handle national responsibility without un­ 
usual assistance. Mr. Truman caught the in­ 
ference, as did most Congressmen. Some of 
them, however, endorsed the proposal. 
The Washington Post is only one of many 
publications which have expressed the same 
opinion. But hiving the advantage of Wash­ 
ington as a sounding board, it was able to 
develop a wider reaction. There is a genuine 
problem to be dealt with. Even the politic­ 
ians know the public is restless. No one can 
claim to know exactly how to begin. It may 
be that the only way is to do exactly what 
is being done; namely, to keep repeating that 
the problem exists, that there is too much 
preoccupation with politics, and that its ulti­ 
mate solution must come from thinking above 
the ordinary level of politics. 
In that respect there must be, of course, a 
willingness to concede that no organized so- 
ciety can live without politics. What is re­ 
sented is not politics in a good sense but pol­ 
itics in a bad sense of making aU thinps sub­ 
ordinate to narrow partisanship. The United 
States cannot go forward without politics, 
but it is being stalled by the kind of politics 
which puts partisan 
advantage first 
and 
everything else second. If that theme were to 
be hammered 
on long enough, politicians 
themselves would have to effect some kinfl of 
self-cure in order to survive. In the meantime, 
an object lesson in restoration of confi­ 
dence by having the subject of national se­ 
curity objectified by a non-political commis­ 
sion might be a sound idea. 
The flaw in it is the fact that such a com­ 
mission would have to be given official status, 
and that could be done only by causing it to 
be appointed through official authority. And 
that would entail action by politicians, for 
politicians and of politicians. 


Joseph Sicker Hod An Idea 
ONE DAY last week a near-riot broke out 
when more than 2,000 men shoved up to 
apply for 200 jobs at common labor in New 
York City. 
At the same time, the friends and survivors 
of a fruit broker named Joseph Sicker were 
mourning his passing. If Sicker had lived, he 
might have used his greatest promotional 
stunt again. 
Sicker had been interested since 1925 in 
promoting the sale of apples in the United 
States. In 1930 he became chairman of what 
w as known as the Unemployed Relief Com­ 
mittee of the International Apple Growers As­ 
sociation; he had an idea for developing the 
apple-eating habit in New York City. By the 
end of the year, nearly 6.000 meh and women 
were selling apples on street corners. 
The 
apples so id like hot cakes. Purchased for $2 
a hundre d from fruit brokers, they were sold 
to the public at a rate which turned a hand­ 
some profit. 
Everybody was happy — the 
apple growers, the fruit brokers and the apple 
salesmen. 
Su ker’s idea was pounced on by agitators 
trying to undermine the country’s political 
stability. The agitators began to point to the 
apple sellers (who were making a nice profit 
helping Sicker’* committee popularize apples) 
as symbols of American failure. Even today 
the vicious lie that apple-sellmg marked the 
ultimate failure of the capitalism is still in 
Circulation. The propagandist of the Commun­ 
ist party, willingly assisted by the character 
assassins of Democratic National headquart­ 
ers, the« in the thick of its campaign to smear 
Herbert Hoover, told one of the greatest lies 
of all time and got away with it.

WARSAW 
SOME POLES within earshot of 
Moscow assert that 
this

Soviet planning for the next dec­ 
ade: 
(1) Defensive consolidation in 
POLISH VERSION .................EA 
eastern Europe. 
(2) Dynamic expansion of in­ 
fluence in Asia. 
Except for the fog of cold war, 
in which feints are confused with 
real centers of attack, the Krem­ 
lin’s purposes would be in plain 
view, sources here claim. 
They say the Russians have 
more to fear than the Western 
powers from a shooting scrape in 
Europe. It is Asia that s a soft 
touch, not the Rhine—with oth­ 
ers to do the fighting, not the 
Soviett army. 
They make this comparison of 
power: 
American guns face Soviet fron­ 
tiers in Germany and Austria. But 
where are they on the Asia main­ 
land? 
A hardboiled 
Communist 
is 
his own boss in Yugoslavia. Where 
is another like him in the Far 
East? 
Marshall Plan billions continue 
to pour into 
western 
Europe, 
stronger industrially than ever 
in history. Where is the effective 
help for weak Saigon or Bang­ 
kok or Rangoon? 


POLES SAY THAT really all 
they know is what they read in 
the papers—in Pravda and Izves- 
tia. 
They point to Soviet happiness 
and hope mirrored in the press 
over 
oriental 
revolutionaries 
sweeping away one fragile col­ 
onial barrier after another. 
Soviet 
anxiety 
is expressed 
there at the cold-steel power oi 
w’estern Europe under U. S. lead­ 
ership. 
From Yugoslav bayonets on the 
Danube to Norway’s Arctic pa­ 
trols. there is no way for the 
Soviet union to advance west on 
the continent, except by fighting. 
No country' in Europe has gone 
communist outside the area of the 
Soviet army’s deployment. None 
of the new communist states is 
free from Soviet suspicion. 
“Thoughtless cafe prattling” is 
a habit of Warsaw’s. President 
Boleslaw Bierut has denounced it 
as an undermining influence in 
even the highest party ranks. 
But there are Communists and 
collaborators who still talk, at 
risk of jobs and liberty. Their 
whispered asides, half-sentences 
ended by a facial grimace, and 
choked-off questions add up to 
a composite of clandestine opin­ 
ion 
by 
disgruntled, 
unhappy 
Poles. 
The following is the substance 
of what I have heard in a week 


in Poland on a visa granted by 
the foreign ministry to encour­ 
age interest in a trade fair: 
“You westerners 
don’t 
see 
further than the end 
of 
your 
nose. You seem oblivious to the 
inner stresses and strains in our 
eastern bloc. 
“There are nationalistic ten­ 
dencies in anybody for his own 
country. Instead of adjusting to 
this human fact, 
the 
Kremlin 
treats it as the 
most 
criminal 
heresy. 
“The rigid attitude makes the 
Soviet bloc very brittle. The way 
Yugoslavia broke off is an exam­ 
ple. Rajk was hanged in Hun­ 
gary. The Czech communist par­ 
ty is in for a big purge. We’ve 
had no Polish heads rolling, but it 
is not yet nightfall. 
“You’re afraid the Soviet army 
will embarrass you by withdraw­ 
ing scon from East Germany. 
Foolishness. It’s there to stay—as 
long, or longer than the last 
American soldier in the West. 
-r “You let the Russians hoax you 
with talk of German unity. They 
fear it. 
“What would Poland be like if 
we were not completely encircled 
by Soviet military forces? 


ASK YOURSELF whether Ro- 
kossovsky came here as com­ 
mander-in-chief b e c a u s e the 
Kremlin was so confident of Po­ 
land. 
“Try to find the war industrial 
potential in the bloc. 
Another 
five years, all these countries 
combined may barely equal West 
Germany’s 
artificially 
limited 
steel output today. 
“We see the Soviet union as 
having to dig in to hold what it 
has in eastern Europe; most of 
all, East Germany. It predicts the 
economic collapse of the West. 
But that’s up to you. 
“You’re playing with German 
re v is io n is m . But you can t take 
back an inch of Poland without 
going to war and winning it. Why 
put a terrible handicap on Polish 
patriots? 
“Emigres live in a dream world. 
Some Poles in London, we hear, 
are still raking up each other’s 
old mistakes. Some others imag­ 
ine riding into Warsaw on white 
horses with a death list of collab­ 
orators in their gloved hands. 
“We are amazed by Tito. We 
think his independence is worth 
more to the safety of Europe than 
100 new western divisions. The 
Russians thought an internal re­ 
volt would finish him. They wait­ 
ed too long. 
“The way you treat Tito is the 
way you would treat us. We are 
watching. 
“You u n d e r e s t i m a t e your 
strength in Europe. You are pur­ 
blind to your weaknesses in Asia. 
Russia is winning there without 
having to fire a shot. 
“It is bad enough to peg our 
living standard to the Russians’. 
Wait until it is equalized with a 
Chinese coolie’s.”

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The New Japanese Independence 


WASHINGTON 
JAPANESE PRIDE and gulli- 
bility, massaged by Commun­ 
ist propaganda, have raised a 
threatening problem for the Unit­ 
ed States. The issue is whether 
American military bases will be 
maintained in Japan after a for­ 
mal peace treaty is negotiated. 
Six months ago, only the Com­ 
munists 
opposed 
post-treafy 
bases. The rest of the Japanese 
wanted the Americans* to stay to 
guarantee protection against ex­ 
ternal attack kor internal trou­ 
bles. Now, however, the country 
is debating the point. 
It was discussed by a committee 
of 264 of the country’s leading 
educators, then by political par­ 
ties opposing the present admin­ 
istration. The educators appar­ 
ently sincerely believe their con­ 
tention that Japan can be spared 
another war merely by declaring 
neutrality. The politicians seem 
primarily interested in embar­ 
rassing the administration, which 
consistently supports American 
policy. 
The people 
themselves 
seem 
bewildered. Most of them want to 
avoid involvement in another 
war, but they lack the ability to 
discern the flaws in arguments 
that they can remain neutral 
merely by saying so. American 
military authorities say that bases 
in Japan will be essential indef­ 
initely, both for the protection of 
Japan and of the United States. 
They do not want a treaty with­ 
out clear rights to maintain the 
bases now held under the occu­ 
pation. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, they 
say they could not continue to 
occupy these installations against 
a majority of Japanese opinion. 
This apparently is what the Com­ 
munists are trying to arouse. 
The Russian member of the Al­ 
lied Council for Japan recently 
jumped into the battle with an 
official letter 
to General Mac- 
Arthur, contending maintenance 
of present bases violated occupa- 
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tion policy.

Tough, With Guns 


• NEW YORK, May 31—(AP — 
Two gangs of Brooklyn 
teen­ 
agers traded 40 pistol shots yes­ 
terday in Memorial 
day g un­ 
fights before police could 
get 
them under control. 
The Junior Gunmen used both 
real pistols and homemade “zip 
guns” — fhe latter put together 
with pipe and springs, and strong 
enough to fire small cartridges. 
The gangs, Negro groups from 
the tough Bedford - Stuyvesant 
section^ were the “Nits” and the 
“Green Avenue Stompers.” 
Despite the hail of lead, cas­ 
ualties were light. One boy was 
nicked behind the ear with a 
bullet, and the forehead of an­ 
other was creased with a flying 
slug. 
For at least 
two weeks the 
gangs had advertised their plans 
for a showdown in Prospect park 
on Memorial day—a traditional 
date for gang grudge fights, and 
police had 
saturated the area 
with 105 patrolmen. 
The feud had reached the kill­ 
ing stage last April 28, when a 
15-year-old Stomper, 
Raymond 


Wilson, was stubbed to death In 
a six-block battle that brought
